The advance guard of the Eighty- 
second division, which was trained 
at Camp Gordon, and which made 
such a splendid record across the 
seas, is on the seas, homeward- 
bound, according to Associated 
Press dispatches received in At- 
lanta last night. 

This story stated that the -807th 
train headquarters and a detach- 
ment of the 307th mobile veterinary 
section have sailed for home on 
board the Alphonso XIII. 

The big transport is due to arrive 
in New York on April 30, and within 
a few days after their arrival, all 
men from this section of the coun- 
try will be sent to Gordon for 
demobilization. 

This announcement, it is believed 
here, means that within a short 
time all the units of the Eighty- 
second division will be homeward- 
bound, which will be good news to 
the people of Atlanta and of Geor- 
gia, since scores of the officers and 
many of the men in the “All- 
American” are residents of this city 
or state. 

It has already been announced 
that the men from Georgia and sur- 
rounding states who belong to this 
division will land at Charleston, 
and from that point will be sent to 
Atlanta. .

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CORPORAL IN 82D DIVISION 


Brilliant Exploit of Alvin C. York 


KILLS 20 AND CAPTURES 132 


In the current issue of The Sat- 
urday Evening Post there is a story 
about Corporal Alvin C. York, of 
the 82d division, which was trained 
at Camp Gordon, that should be 
read by every’ Atlantan who recalls 
the days when Corporal York and 
his comrades of the “all-American” 
division were daily to be seen on 
the streets of Atlanta. 

The story is written by George 
Pattullo and is the first story in 
this week’s issue of the magazine. 
And it is a peach of a story, bet- 
ter because, as Pattullo says, it is 
absolutely true. Mr. Pattullo spent 
over a week investigating and veri- 
fying the facts in the case and 
stakes his reputation upon their lit- 
eral accuracy. And this is what it 
is about. Read Mr. Pattullo’s in- 
troduction: 

Story of Alvin York. 

“Alvin C. York comes from Pall 

Mall, Fentress county, Tennessee, 


of Christ and Christian union. The 
sect is opposed to any form of 
fighting; they are conscientious ob- 
jectors. But York refused to ask 
exemption, went to war, and as 
Corporal York, of Company G, 328th 
Infantry, killed twenty Germans on 
October 8, captured one hundred 
and thirty-two prisoners, including 
a major and three lieutenants, put 
thirty-five machine guns out of 
business, and thereby broke up an 
entire battalion which was about 
to counter attack against the Amer- 
icans on Hill 223 in the Argonne 
sector near Chatel-Chehery.” 

Having read that terse and to the 
point introduction, it is self-evident 
why Mr. Pattullo calls his story, 
“The Second Elder Gives Battle.” 

York was a blacksmith and small 
farmer in his Tennessee mountain 
home and came to Camp Gordon on 
November 14, 1917, being drafted 
for the service. For many months 
his conscience fought out the bat- 
tle of the truly conscientious ob- 
pector, and it was only shortly be- 
fore the 82d sailed for France that 
he finally realized that he would 
not be violating his religious be- 
liefs in fighting for America in her 
righteous cause.

I de- 
sire to express to you my pleasure and com- 
mendation for the courage, skill and gal- 
lantry which you displayed on that occasion. 
It is an honor to command such soldiers 
as you. Your conduct reflects great credit 
not only upon the American army, but upon 
the American people. Your deeds will be 
recorded in the history of this great war 
and they will live as an inspiration not only 
to your comrades, but to the generations 
that will come after us. I wish to commend 
you publicly and in the presence of the of- 
ficers of your division.”’ 

Twenty-five Dead Boches. 

Following the terrific fight, 
against the slope of a hill pitted 
with machine guns, and where Cor- 
poral York captured thirty-five of 
the machines and the men that han- 
died them, single-handed, Captain 
B. Cox, of Atlanta, came over the 
hill frontally with a platoon. Cap- 
tain Cox states that he estiamted 
twenty-five dead Boches, victims of 
York’s deadly accuracy with the 
rifle and automatic pistol. 

It was with these weapons of the 
mountaineer that York won his vic- 
tory. He is described by Mr. Pat- 
tulle as a deadly( shot with a rifle, 
and it is to this capacity that his 
victory is largely ascribed, to that 
and his uncanny coolness in danger. 

In describing the characteristics 
of this hero from the mountains, 
Mr. Pattullo sasy: 

He has always farmed or worked at black- 
smithing.

Members of council at the meeting 
Thursday discussed the advisability 
of asking the water board, in whom 
is vested the power to raise the

Great Tenor Called Be- 
fore Curtain Time and 
Time Again by Enthusi- 
astic Matinee Crowd. 


“MARTHA” LIKENED

After all is said, there is only one 
Caruso. 

Before an audience of opera lovers 
from every state in the southeast— 
an audience that jammed the big 
Auditorium td the roof and more 
than half filled that little cluster of: 
seats at either side which are be- 
yond the sight-line, with every seat 
for the performance sold out hours 
before the first curtain—the liquid 
notes of the incomparable tenor 
flooded the souls of his hearers with 
divine melody in the entrancing op- 
era of “Martha,” at yesterday’s mat- 
inee, 

Of course, there were others in 
the cast who won the unstinted ap- 
plause of their hearers and who 
gave of their very best, magnificent 
songsters as they are. There was 
Maria Barrientos, in the role of Lady 
Harriett; there was Kathleen How- 
ard as Nancy; Adamo Didur as 
Plunkett, 
as Sir Tristan. Each of these added 
to the admiration which the south- 
land holds for them. There were 
also Louis D’Angelo as the Sheriff 
and Vincenzo Reschiglian ds a Serv- 
ant.

him to stop and acknowledge the 
storm of plaudits that stormed up 
over the footlights. After his great 
aria in the third act, he was forced 
to return to the stage time and again 
to acknowledge the not-to-be-denied 
handclapping and he took six or 
seven calls at this point. 


A Flawless Performance. 


“Martha” ranks among the best 
known operas. In any audience

As always, the settings provided 
by the Metropolitan company touch 
the very apogee of § perfection.

He assert- 
ed that demoralization of the pos- 
tal service was a fact which every 
business man and American home 
was able to judge out of their own 
experience. 

“The Publishers’ advisory board 
consists of the Periodical Publish- 
ers’ Association of America, the As- 
sociated Business Papers, Inc., the 
American Medical Editors’ associa- 
tion, the New York Medical Publish- 
ers’ association, the Agricultural 
Publishers’ association, the As- 
sociation of Religious Press, the 
Allied Printing Trades’ Council and 
the Authors’ League of America. 

Statement “Amazing.” 

“The amazing official statement 
by Postmaster General Burleson in 
his own defense, following his re- 


fusal to transmit the news dispatch }: 
of The New York: World bes + 
such dispatch reflected upon His {n-f 


capacity, is a -challénge to every 
serious thinking American—even 
though he rescinded such order the 
following day,” sald Mr. Post. “That 
such a Prussian and vicious one-man 
censorship can be established in the 
postoffice by Mr. Burleson or anyone 
else reveals a menace to our na- 
tion and American ideals far beyond 
Mr. Burleson’s point that he thinks 
he has been criticised too harshly. 

“Whether the postal service is 
good or bad is not a matter of argu- 
ment or of Mr. Burleson’s personal 
opinion. The public knows from its 
own experiences, suffered day by 
day, from the camps in France to 
the commerce of Frisco, and as evi- 
denced by the impartial investiga- 
tions and the resolutions of the most 
reliable business organizations of 
the country. 

“What Mr. Burleson calls organ- 
ized propaganda is the expression of 
sentiment of hundreds and hundreds 
of responsible business orgmniza- 
tions, with their many thousands 
of business members, chambers of 
commrece, educational institutions, 
labor organizations, religious organ- 
izations and cultural organizations 


that have formally condemned the 
various inefficient postal methods 
and principles which he champions. 


Equal Postage for All. 

“He specifically upholds the vi- 
cious and un-American postal zone 
law with its unfair postage in- 
creases against distant American 
communities, and alleges that the 
publishers of the country, newspa- 
pers and periodicals, are in a con- 
spiracy to ruin him. Those whom 
Postmaster General Burleson is at- 
tacking by means of the gone law 
are not publishers, but they are the 
reading men and women, the read- 
ing homes of this nation. For, by 
this postal zone law he demands 
that any periodical shall cost more 
in postage to an American reader 
because of, and in proportion to, 
that reader's accidental remoteness 
from any point of publication. And 
when public-spirited and represent- 
ative organizations, such as the 
American Federation of Labor, the 
Merchants’ Association of New York, 
the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, the National Grange, the Na- 
tional Education association, and 
hundreds of others protest against 


this vicious and un-American law, 
he says that such expression of 
opinion ‘does not have for its real 
purpose any desire for improvement 
in the postal or wire service, but is 
intended to aid in accomplishing a 
reduction of the rates_of postage on 
second-class mail (mewspapers and 
magazines).’

Orlando’s Statement 
In Reply to Wilson 


Paris, April 24.—Following is the 
text of Premier’s Orlando's state- 
ment: 

“Yesterday, while the Italian 
delegation was discussing coun- 
ter propositions which had been 
received from the British prime 
minister, and which had for 
their aim the conciliation of 
contradictory tendencies which 
were manifest concerning Ital- 
ian territorial aspirations, the 
Paris newspapers published a 
message from the president of 
the United States in which he 
expressed his own thought on 
one of the greatest problems 
which has been submitted to the 
judgment of the conference. 

“The practice of addressing 
nations directly constitutes, 
surely, an innovation of inter- 
national relations. I do not 
wish to complain, butI wish to 
record it as a precedent, so tha® 
at my own timeI-may follow it, 
inasmuch as this new custom 
doubtless constitutes the grant- 
ing to nations of larger partici- 
pations in international ques- 
tions, and, personally, I have 
always been of the opinion that 
such participation was the har- 
binger of a new order of things. 

Over Government's Head. 

‘Nevertheless, if these ap- 
peals are to be considered as 
addresses to nations outside of 
the governments which repre- 
sent them (I might say. even 
against the governments) I 
should feel deep regret in re- 
calling that this process, here- 
tofore applied to enemy govern- 
ments, is today applied for the 
first time to a government 
which has been, and intends to 
remain a loyal ally of the great 
American republic, namely, to 
the Italian government.” 

Premier Orlando says that he 
might complain that such a 
message addressed to the Ital- 
ian nation had been published 
at the very moment when the 
allied and associated powers 
were negotiating with the Ital- 
jan government, the help of 
which had been sought and ap- 


preciated in numerous serious 
questions heretofore discussed 
in intimate and complete soli- 


presidential message have the

Reason and Justice. 

Referring to President Wil- 
son’s statement, Premier Orlan- 
do says it entirely purports to 
demonstrate that the Italian 
claims, beyond certain limits 
laid down in his message, vio- 
late the principles upon which 
must be founded the new regime 
of right, justice and liberty 
among peoples. The premier 
adds that he never denied these 
principles and that even Presi- 
dent Wilson would do him the 
justice to say that in the long 
conversations they had had to- 
gether he (Orlando) had never 
relied upon the formal author- 
ity of a treaty by which he 
knew President Wilson was not 
bound, but merely relied on rea- 
son and justice, upon which 
Italy’s claims were based. 

Signor Orlando deplores that 
he could not convince President 
Wilson, although the president 
admitted that justice and truth 
are the monopoly of no man 
and that all men err. The con- 
ference, he points out, has had 
to change its mind many times 
and he does not think himself 
disrespectful by asking it to 
change it again. 

“I consider as unjustified the 
application that, in his state- 
ment, President Wilson makes 
of his principles toward the 
Italian claims,’ Premier Orlando 
continues. ‘“It is impossible for 
me in a document of this nature 
to repeat the detailed arguments 
which have been produced in 


Italy’s behalf. I might simply 
say that no one will receive 
without reserve the affirma- 
tion that the collapse of the 
Austro-Hungarian empire should

AN ON ALL BEERS, 
GOVERNMENT PLAN 


Literal Enforcement of 
Wartime Prohibition Is 
Proposed—No Step 
Against Brewers Pend- 
ing Decision. 


New York, April 24.—The govern- 
ment proposes a literal enforcement 
of the war-time prohibition act, in- 
cluding a ban on production and sale 
of all beers and wines, whether or 
not they are intoxicating, the de- 
partment of justice announced 
through a special representative in 
the federal court here today. 

While no steps will be taken to 
prevent brewing, pending a court 
determination of the law's constitu- 
tionality raised by brewers of the 
New York district, manufacturers 
will operate in peril of future prose- 
cution, according to the statement 
of William C. Fitts, special counse) 
appearing for Attorney General Pal- 
mer in the beer litigation. 

The attorney advised Judge A. N. 
Hand, who heard arguments on the 
government’s motion to dismiss the 
suit brought on behalf of the na- 
tional interests by the Jacob Hoff- 
mann Brewing company to restrain 
the federal authorities from inter- 
fering with its production of 2% per 
cent beer, that the department of 
justice did not know and did not 
eare whether beer of tHe strength 
indicated was intoxicating. 

Te Stop Waste. 

The law prohibited sale after June 
30 of distilled beverages as well as 
manufacture after April 20, and sale 
after June 30 of “beer, wine and 
other intoxicating malt or vinous 
liquors for beverage purposes” pend- 
ing the demobilization of the mili- 
tary forces, he said. The words 
“beer” and “wine” were not quali- 
fifed, in the opinion of the govern- 
ment, he added, and the apparent 
congressional intention to stop the 
‘waste’ of grains and fruits in the 
production in any strength would 
be enforced. 

With “half the world” 18oking to 
America for food, Mr. Fitts con- 
tended, the necessity of its conser- 
vation was greater “even than on 
the day of Chateau Thierry,” and it 
was equally essential that liquors be 
withheld from public sale while the 
army and navy were undergoing de- 
mobilization. 

To this statement Judge Hand 
added his opinion that the war was 
“still in progress,” which upset one 
of the complainant's contentions.

Privates Alphonse Klotze 
and B. Sawich, both of Battery F, 
who later served as interpreters, 
said the Germans “treated them 
right.” 
“Gave Us Send Off.” 

“When we left,” said Klotze, 
“they gave us such a send-off that 
they made us think we were leav- 
ing home. Girls cried and asked us 
to write to them. It looked as though 
they were putting on bluff.” 

Battery F went into action for 
the last time on November 11, they 
said, and “fired up to the last min- 
ute.” It lost three killed and 25 
wounded. On one occasion a Ger- 
man shell hit one of the guns and 
wounded four or five men, and at 
another time a bomb dropped from 
an airplane struck another gun that 
was being cooled and caused it to 
explode, but there were no casual- 
ties.

Paris, April 24.—Italian military 
forces will occupy that part of Dal- 
matia and other Adriatic territory 
named in the pact of London with 
about 100,000 men, it was stated 
today by Captain Pozzi, of Premier 
Orlando’s staff.

Cited for Braver, 
On Field of Battle 


“Some sort of distinction is always 
coming to the McWhorter family. 
Only this time. instead of being 
brought from the athletic field it is 
the battlefield which has given 
glory to a member of the tribe. 
Fonville McWhorter, Atlanta rep- 
resentative of his house, familiarly 
knOwn as “Mac,” has been signally 
honored by a citation from his com- 


manding officer, Major General Dun- 


can, praising his bravery and eelf- 
sacrifice. MeWhorter left the Cen- 
tral Bank and Trust corporation to 
become a member of the 321st ma- 


chine gun battalion, in which he held 


the rank of captain. 

The official citation which will be 
of wide interest to Captain Me- 
Whorter’s many friends here reads 
as follows; 

During the advance of the company from 
Norroy, France, to Vandieres, France, Sep- 
1918, Captain McWhorter dis- 
piayed exceptional bravery and fidelity to 
his duty. He was constantly in touch 
with all his platoons, making frequent 
trips from one ta the other under extremely 
heavy shell fire. After our troops had 
reached Vandieres, Captain McWhorter was 
advised by several infantry lieutenants that 
he was the only captain who had reached 
our objectives. He therefore took command 
of both infantry and machine guns and pro- 
ceeded to consolidate all our objectives. 
This was done with utter disregard for per- 
sonal safety and under concentrated artillery 
fire. After our troops had made a tem- 
porary withdrawal from the town he re- 
minajned at his post of duty to see that the 
wounded were evacuated and personally took 
charg® of the late Lieutenant Colonel Emory 
J. Pike, who was at that time mortally 
wounded, and sent him to the first-aid 
station. In the operations at Chatel Ghe- 
hery, France, and at Sommerance, France, 
this officer again distingnished himself by 
remaining with his company, although pain- 
fully wounded. 

The commanding general takes particular 
pride in announcing to the command these 
fine examples of courage and self-sacrifice 
Such deeds are evidence of that spirit of 
heroism which is innate in the highest type 
of the American soldier and responds un- 
failingly to the call of duty, wherever or 
whenever jt may come.

PLAN TO FEED RUSSIA 
EXPLAINED BY HOOVER 


Paris, Wednesday, April 23.— 
“The favorable reply of the asso- 
ciated governments to the proposals 
of Dr. Nansen that a neutral com- 
mission should be allowed to under- 
take the feeding of the people of 
the principal cities in Russia is 
based on three conceptions,” said 
Herbert C. Hoover, the food direc- 
tor, in a statement today. “The first 
is that in giving permission to a 
neutral commission to undertake the 
humanitarian work it in no way im- 
plies any negotiations between the 
allies and the government of Russia, 
nor does it imply any approval of 
their methods of government. 

‘The second is that there shall 
be complete justice in distribution 
to all classes regardless of all dis- 
tinctions, and the guarantees of a 
strong neutral commission that this 
will be the case. 

“The third is that the Bolshevik) 
are to keep themselves within a 
circumscribed area, ceasing all mill- 
om action and attempts at inva- 
sion. 

“The primary reasons for this ac- 
tion are purely humanitarian. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of people are 
dying monthly from starvation, and 
beyond even this it is the wish of 
the world that fighting and the 
killing of men should cease. Other 
igs have been also brought to 

ear. 

“The new born democracies of Si- 
beria, Kuban, Finland, Esthonia, Li- 
vonia, Poland, Ruthenia, Rumania, 
Armenia, Serbia, Bulgaria and other 
nationalities, which surround Bol- 
sheviki Russia, must have a breath- 
ing spell to build up some stabili- 
ty. There is little hope of setting 
up any orderly government in those 
Places and of getting their Deople 
back to production unless they can 
raise food and necessities for next 
year; unless they can be relieved 
of the constant threat of Bolshevik 
invasion and the necessity of keep- 
ing armies in being out of resources 
founded on misery. 

“Again the brunt of this famine 
in Russia is being thrown by the 
Bolshevik upon the skilled work- 
men who refuse to accept their doc- 
trines, upon merchants, the store- 
keepers and professional classes, 
and unless food is put into Russia 
all these classes will be dead before 
the next harvest.” 


HUNS BLAMED 
BY COMMISSION 
FOR STARTING WAR 


Paris, April 24.—The Temps pub- 
lishes in detail the report of the 
commission on responsibility for the 
war. This report was presented 
some time ago, but the council of 
four has since taken action differ- 
ing from the original draft. 

The report as published con- 
tains four chapters. The first re- 
views the history of the origin of 
the war and formally concludes that 
Germany and Austria-Hungary were 
responsible. The second presents 
thirty-two indictments for  viola- 
tions of the laws and customs of 
wrr, as formulated in international 
contentions and concludes with the 
statement that the central powers, 
Turkey and Bulgaria, conducted the 
war by “illegitimate and barbarous 
methods.” 

The third chapter declares that 
all persons belonging to enemy 
countries, however high their sta- 
tion, may be objects of judicial 
prosecution. The fourth demands 
the constitution of a high tribunal 
to judge crimes committed during 
the war, without, however, exclud- 
ing competent tribunals of the dif- 
ferent nations from acting in cases 
not coming under the jurisdiction 
of national courts. 


ORLANDO STATEMENT 
IS NOT ULTIMATUM 


Paris, April 24.—The statement is- 
sued by Premier Orlando today says 
nothing of the intentson of tho Ital- 
ians to quit the peace conference. 
It merely states Italy’s case concern- 
ing Fiume and the Dalmatian coast 
and does not appear in the form of 
an ultimatum. 

Premier Orlando declares that 
President Wilson’s proclamation is 
an attempt to place the government 
in opposition to the people. 

“He is treating the Italians,” adds 
the premier, ‘“‘as if they were a bar- 
barous people, without a democratic 
government.” 

The premier rebukes the pres!l- 
dent for addressing himself to tho 
Itallan people over the head of the 
Italian government, and says he 
never considered America bound by 
the treaty of London, but that 
Italy’s case is based rather on right 
and justice. 

The premier says he has never de- 
nied that the pact of London did not 
apply to Fiume, but the tlalian claim 


was based on the principles of Pres- 
ident Wilson’s fourteen points.

The market advanced about $15 per bale 
during the month of March. Factors largely 
responsible for the rise were ts of 
early peace, weather which delayed crop 
preparation and the well organized movre- 
ment to reduce acreage. 

Domestic mills continued to buy spar- 
ingly, consuming 110,000 bales of their al- 
ready small reserve during the month of 
February. This is @ practice that cannot 
continue indefinitely and should encourage 
spot holders to quit selling altogether and 
force a big demand at much higher prices. 

While sales by farmers have com- 
paratively light, they have been in suf- 
ficient volume to ‘“‘feed the market’’ and 
thus prevent the competitive buying that 
»will some day ‘“‘spring up.’’ 

Exports are steadily increasing, but there 
is much still to be desired. Producers 
should fully realize that even when peace 
should fully lize gs 
is declared an immediate demand for large 
quantities of cotton at much higher prices 
is not probable. It will take time. 

Reports from the entire belt indicate 
that there will be a sharp reduction in 
acreage. This appears the sensible and safe 
course for the individual regardless of the 
action of others, but there is every reason 
to believe that all see that it is to their 
interest to once and forever demonstrate 
that the producer is going to help fix the 
price of the fruit of his own labor. It is 
plain to those who have studied the ques- 
tion closely that holders of cotton will prob- 
ably have to continue to exercise consider- 
able patience—but their patience will be 
richly rewarded. 

Cotton producers appear to be standing 
together and preparing to come into their 
own. 


More Losses in Peanuts, 

Peanuts have fallen from 1 to 1% cents 
a pound during March, that is from ¢%c to 
fe during February to 3%c to Se during 
March. The lifting of the embargo of the 
war trade board is given Dy cleaners as a 
reason for the decline. They admit, how- 
ever, that prices have gone lower than they 
should, and lower than they would had the 
price been started at 7 cents at the begin- 
ning of the season.

HOOVER WARNS HUN 
AGAINST DISURDERS 


Berlin, April 22.—A message to 
Germany by Herbert Hoover, di- 
rector general of the inter-allied re- 
lief organization, has been publish- 
ed in Berlin. In it Mr. Hoover 
warned against a continuation of 
the strikes and disorders, saying 
they were endangering a continua- 
tion of the food supply. 

The message has brought about 
serious discussion in the German 
newspapers, which is best reflected 
by The Boersen Zeitung. This news- 
paper says that Mr. MHoover’s note 
is an ultimatum to Germany. 

“Mr. Hoover says short and 
sharply,” The Boersen Zeitung con- 
|tinues, “‘America has no desire to 
restrict itself in order that its grain 
| ships may be sunk in the Elbe and 
| its fat kegs may disappear through 
| the riot of a few thousand Spar- 
tacans, or that its potatoes shall 
ruin in warehouses because they 
cannot be transported.’ 

“America has the good will to 
save all from starvation, provided 
there is assurance of a state of or- 
der in Germany. Otherwise, .there 
will be no more supplies. That is 
Mr. Hoover’s ultimatum, which just 
now for Germany is of equal im- 
portance with the peace conditions 
of the entente.”
